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REMARKS 

In accordance with above amendments, claim 65 has been 
amended and claims 59-62 and 64 have been canceled. Thus, 
claims 51-53, 55-57 and 65-66 remain under consideration in this 
application • No claim has been allowed. 

It is believed that the amendments to claim 65 overcome the 
rejections under 35 USC § 112, second paragraph, raised in the 
present Office Action. It is believed that the changes to the 
claims are clearly supported in the specification. For example, 
see page 6, line 19 through page 7 line 22 and in the drawings 
Figures 1 and 2 which indicate clearly the low profile of the 
lift and dump mechanism when lifted. 

The rejection in items 4 and 5 of the Official Action 
should have been rendered moot by the cancellation of the 
corresponding claims. 

The amendments to claim 65 together with earlier 
explanation of specific differences render the remaining claims 
patentable with respect to the combination of art cited and 
items 6 and 7. It is believed that the teachings of these 
references would not lead one of ordinary skill in the art to 
the specific design claimed. 

Particularly, it is noted with regard to the use of a 
rotary actuator that the mechanized arm of the present container 
handling system is able to accomplish the complete lift and dump 
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cycle Of a grass container using a single rotary actuator. This 
clearly cannot be accomplished, for example^ with the design of 
Sizemore et al* ^57 6 in which the rotary actuator is but a small 
part of a far different and more complicated mechanical system. 

The mechanical container handling system of the present 
invention clearly involves more than any combination suggested 
by the references as it is a new and much simplified mechanism. 

Accordingly, reconsideration, withdrawal of the remaining 
rejections and allowance of the remaining claims is respectfully 
requested.
